of my plan, for the church member, 
sitting in the quiet of his or her home, 
will simply read and assimilate my 
sermon, and if there be anything of 
good in it, there is every opportunity 
or it to take effect 
Whether 
the 


woman be in Worth gown or plain 
gingham wrapper, it makes no dif 
erence so far as her grasping a writ 
en sermon is concerned, and the man 
n overalls has an equal chance with 
he man in broadcloth and silk tile "

men and women in every part of Okla- 
oma His office is equipped with type- 
writers, desks, mimeographs and other 
araphernalia such as are used by the 
rdinary business house .
